seven thousand and many more 
than that, who had never bowed 
their knees to Baal. But there 
was a recession, a drought in or- 
thodox religion, in fundamental, 
evangelistic, evangelical, burning, 
Holy Ghost, New Testament, flam- 
ing, soul winning Christianity. It 
was hidden, it was under cover, 
it was like an underground river. 
Yes, the current rolled along, but 
it never came out to the surface 
to fertilize the lands through 
which it passed, the dry, barren, 
parched lands. 


Second, in all of these centuries 
there was an increase of knowl- 
edge: an increase of scientific 
knowledge, an increase of philo- 
sophical knowledge, an increase of 
astronomic knowledge, an increase 
of mechanical knowledge, an in- 
crease of political knowledge. 


Third, in all of these genera- 
tions, there was also an augmen- 
tation of wealth. The nations grew 
more prosperous in the sixteenth, 
seventeenth, eighteenth, nine- 


teenth, and twentieth centuries, 
than in all the rest of the record- 
ed history of the earth put to- 
gether up to that time. Read 
about the discovery of America. 
Read about the mighty empire 
that Spain built for herself on the 
sweat soaked, the blood stained, 
the tear marked gold of the 
Americas. Read of the _ great 
growth of the Netherlands, one 
of the wealthiest nations on the 
earth. Read about the tremendous 
growth of the British Empire. 
Read what happened in the United 
States of America. You will under- 
stand my contention. 


There are two more things. In 
all of these ages there was a 
multiplication of cults, an increase 
of off-brand religions, an increase 
of false fire, an increase of great 
“I Ams,” of “Father Divines,” of 
other devilish imaginations, hellish 
inventions of similar so-called 
theosophies, 


In all of these years there was 
also a spreading of attacks against 
the Bible, the virgin birth of Jesus 
Christ, the fundamentals of Chris- 
tianity, of the church; at times, 
from the inside, as under Erasmus, 
at times from the outside as wit- 
nessed by the Illuminati, and other 
notorious philosophies. ~ 


Note, secondly, still by way of 
introduction, that everyone of 
these revivals, every single soli- 
tary one of these civilization re- 
molding, humanity remaking re- 
vivals began with the burning, 
flaming, surrendered ministry of 
a little handful of people—the 
Master’s minority! 


I told you, and I say again, that 
when I first started out to preach, 
I used to believe that the entire 
church had to be revived in order 
to have a victory. But it has never 
happened. There never has been 
a Master’s majority. This world 
has never been a friend to grace. 
There was not a Master’s majority 
at the time of Moses. There was 
not a Master’s majority at the 
time of Samuel. There was not a 
Master’s majority at the time of 
Elijah. There was not a Master’s 


There was not a Master’s majority 
at the time of Paul. Certainly 
there has never been a Master’s 
majority in the years that have 
passed since Paul swept with his 
testimony across the Mediter- 
ranean world. 
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But, consider this further lest 
you get discouraged and despon- 
dent. The testimony of history, 
Bible history, religious history, 
Christian history, also secular his- 
tory, the testimony of history is 
invariably that the minority has 
always won. Where is slavery? 


Where is the enslavement of wom- 
en? Where is the sale of children? 
Why, they are prohibited almost 
to the ends of the earth, outside 
of countries benighted in heathen- 
dom, countries such as _ India, 
China, bestial Japan. Even these 
lands are beginning to feel the 
impact of the missionary promoted 
gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ. 


How to Clear the Way 


. There is no need for me to stress 
again the fact that we need a 
revival desparately in this day and 
time. Your hearts say so. Your 
experiences say so. Your observa- 
tions say so. The thing I want us 
to think about is how we may 
clear the way for God to give 
us the kind of a revival we so 
frightfully need. 


Montgomery, Alabama, is about 
eighty miles from Birmingham, 
straight as the crow flies. One 
time a fire broke out in Montgom- 
ery—a terrible fire, a conflagra- 
tion, a crisis, a cataclysm. It was 
sweeping the city. The fire de- 
partment of Montgomery was not 
big enough, not able enough, not 
strong enough, not manned 
enough, not engined enough, to 
cope with it. Birmingham was 
called. The cry went out, “SEND 
HELP!” The Birmingham fire 
chief called the chief of police to 
say, “We are sending our fire de- 
partment to Montgomery. Clear 
the way!” The motorcycle police- 
men were called in, Under definite 
orders they began to patrol the 
highway. Two minutes apart, two 
men, on motorcycles, on each side 
of the highway, brushed the heavy 
traffic apart. There were no fa- 
vorites. Everyone went to the sod 
sides of the road. A lane was 
cleared and kept clear. In short 
minutes the mighty engines of the 
Birmingham fire department came 
thundering down the cement slab, 
speeding to the rescue. They saved 
Montgomery. Weare going to 
have to do something like that if 
we are to get the fire of God to 
come down upon us, not to ex- 
tinguish the fire, but to blaze it 
up higher, to put oil on it, to put 
gasoline on it, to put kerosene on 
it, to put coal on it, anything God 
wants to put on. What then must 
we do? Here it is in the text. In 
I Samuel, the seventh chapter, is 
the outline for clearing of the 
way for God. 


1. Hunger for God 


There must be a general hun- 
ger, a general concern, a general 
wanting, a general passion, a gen- 
eral yearning for the presence of 
God. Tell me, are you not hungry 
for God? We have everything else. 
We have more money than any 
nation ever dreamed of having. 
We have more automobiles, more 
factories, more _ schools, more 
churches, more seminaries, more 
preachers, -more religious organi- 
zations. Now, we need God! We 
need God! Don’t tell me there is 
too much organization. No, my 
friend, there is not enough of it. 
Do not listen to these preachers 
who come around to tell. you the 
church is organized too much. What 
kind of tomfoolery is that? In any 
church, of any size, in which I 
have ever served there were peo- 
ple who had a dozen jobs each. 
My friends, we are under-organ- 
ized because so many of our mem- 
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bers are so triflingly lazy that 
those who do work have to bear 
their loads too. But, whether there 
is too much or too little organiza- 
tion, we need God. We need God! 
Beloved, if ever there was a na- 
tion under God’s shining stars 
founded, built, favored by God, 
that nation is the United States 
of America. I believe that the 
United States of America was des- 
tined by God to evangelize the 
world, but that it is failing. It is 
failing! Listen, if this be treason, 
make the most of it! Listen, the 
United States of America will 
never stop paying for making an 
alliance with atheistic, commu- 
nistic, Bolshevistic, God-denying, 
God-defying Russia. You say, we 
needed it. You say, we need Rus- 
sia. Why? If we had gotten right 
with God all this tragedy, this 
plood letting, this blood shedding 
would have been avoided. The 
God of hosts would have protected 
us without any entangling alli- 
ances, Q : 

I sat in the Gold Room of the 
LaSalle Hotel in Chicago in 1920, 
when the president of my uni- 
versity, a Catholic Priest, Mon- 
signor Francis X. McCabe, spoke 
to a banquet of us. It was at the 
time of the signing of the Peace 
Treaty in Versailles. He said to 
us, “Young gentlemen and young 
ladies, they are sowing dragon’s 
teeth in Versailles. Not one of the 
conferences began in prayer.” A 
Catholic said that. I say-to you 
as flatly as the beat of my. hand 
that all that has been done in 
San Francisco is to sow some more 
dragon’s teeth. Whose fault is it? 
Who is responsible for it? You 
say Stettinius. Ido not know. He 
may not even be born again, I 
do not know. Roosevelt? It does 
not bécome us to speak evil of 
the dead. I will tell you who is 
responsible. The Christians of this 
country, you and I, who did not 
pray down the fire of God on those 
plenipotentiaries in the war and 
peace conferences. Yes, I have 
been guilty, God forgive me, and 
so has every other preacher and 
every other Christian in America 
and in the world. 


We need God. There must be a 
concern for the presence of God. 
We have lost God out of our own 
personal lives. We have lost God 
out of our homes. We have lost 
God out of our businesses. We 
have lost God out of our schools. 
We have lost God out of our poli- 
tics. We have lost God out of our 
government, I defy you to prove 
it otherwise. If they will give a 
beer truck gasoline and will not 
give it to an evangelist, who is 
pleading out his soul, it is. of the 
devil and not of God. If they will 
take away the ban from horse 
racing and refuse to take it away 
from religious conventions, we 
need God. We need God, my 
friends, more than politics, more 
than Republicans, more — than 
Democrats. We need God! 


2. Read the Word 


There must not only be a gen- 
eral concern for the presence of 
the Lord, but there must be an 
earnest attention to the Word of 
the Lord. Surely; Christians ought 
to read good books. But listen to 
me, if those books stand between 
you and the reading of the Bible, 
do not touch them. Read the 
Bible. That is the thing! Read the 
Word of God. We are guided by 
every Tom, Dick and Harry. We 
are guided by every novel instruc- 
tion. How much of the Bible have 
you read? How much of the Bible, 
God help me, have I read in this 
week of feasting on these rich 
treats: when we ought to have 
been driven to our RHOCS over the 
Word of God? 


I stood leaning against the office 
door of the First Baptist Church 
of Dallas, Texas, in 1934, when I, 
was pastor in that county. Dr. 
Truett put his hand on my shoul- 
der, saying: 

“Son, you look blue. You look 
sad about something. What is itt” 

“It is a personal *matter.” 

“Can you tell me?”

forward was dealt with personally 
in the inquiry room. 

“There were some outstanding 
victories. “One* whole family of 
eleven was saved. These were 
not all saved in the same serv- 
ice. I believe the mother and a 
daughter were saved first. But 
the entire family united with one 
of the cooperating churches one 
Sunday during the meeting. Later 
the congregation had a real thrill 
when this family was presented 
at the tent as trophies of the cam- 
paign. At least two homes that 
had been broken by divorce were 
reunited when husband and wife 
were both saved. One of these 
couples had five children, Pas- 
tors reported many people com- 
ing to them during the campaign 
and getting right with the Lord, 
and many rededications in their 
regular church services. 


“In my last meeting with the 
pastors near the close of the cam- | 
paign, I think I have never heard 
more enthusiastic testimonies nor 
more genuine expressions of ap- 
preciation than were given by all 
of them when the chairman asked 
for their reaction to the campaign. 
They voted unanimously to con- 
tinue the organization that was 
set up for the campaign, to have 
a regular monthly meeting for 
fellowship and prayer together. 
I have had several letters of ap- 
preciation from the pastors since 
leaving Los Angeles. I give a quo- 
tation from one written by the 
chairman of the campaign:

Not Far 


“Thou art not far from the 
kingdom of God.’ These words 
Jesus, used in describing the posi- 
tion™of a man who by his very 
attitude and standing was’ close 
to being saved. Like the man. of 
this text you too may not be far 
from the kingdom. 


IN REGARD TO KNOWL- 
EDGE you are near. You are no 
heathen. Perhaps you are even 
a church member. You know the 
promises to the penitent. Likely 
you have a Bible in your posses- 
sion. Your mind is enlightened, 
your conscience is convicted, your 
reason is convinced, and yet again 
in the words of Jesus, you may 
lack but “one thing’—saving 
faith. ‘ 


IN REGARD TO MORALS you 
must be “not far.” Perhaps you 
are not guilty of the grosser sins. 
Your outward life may be ‘clean. 
You are religious. Are you not 
faithful in church attendance? 
Have you not been baptized, con- 
firmed? Have. you not partaken 
of the sacrament? All these 
things can be said in your favor, 
and yet, “Except a man be born 
again he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” 


IN REGARD TO INTENTIONS 
you: may be a “near miss.” You 
intend to become a Christian. 
Sure! You are no sworn infidel, 
no agnostic. You do not delib- 
erately mean to be lost. You do 
not prefer death to life. Your 
ultimate design is Heaven. .You 
aim to go there, you mean to be 
saved, but alas, the way to Hell 
is paved with good _ intentions. 
Tragic indeed the final state of 
the soul which once stood “so 
near, yet so far.” 


Oh, weary soul, the gate is near

Both peace and rest are waiting

And you are “just outside.” 


Just outside the door! 
Behold.it stands ajar. 
Just outside the door, 
So near and yet so.far! 


Almost—But Lost. 


“Almost—a Christian.” So 
speaks another man from _ the 
pages of the New Testament and 
yet “almost a Christian” is a sin- 
ner. You may have been born in 
a Christian country and not be a 
Christian. You may have been 
reared in a Christian home and 
educated in a Christian fashion, 
yet not be a Christian. You may 
be a member of a Christian 
Church; you may be buried in a 
Christian manner; you may ap- 
proximate a true Christian in all 
this, but almost a Christian is not 
enough. 


I cannot forget my feelings on 
that hot summer night in Wash- 
ington, D. C., when the newsboys 
shouted their “EXTRA!” If con- 
cerned the Hindenburg holocaust.

the threshold, through the gatés 
of death. 

3. Confess and Forsake Sin 

But to go-on to the third Word. 
Not only must there be a general 
concern for the’ presenc® of the 
Lord, not only must there be an 
earnest attention to the Word of 
the Lord, but there must bea 
sincere renunciation of sin against 
the Lord. Alibi from now until 
Jesus comes. It will not do you 
a bit of good..If you are not 
fruitful, you are not faithful. If 
you are not faithful, it is because 
there is unconfessed, unrepented 
of, unforgiven sin in your life. 
Listen my friends, there is only 
one thing that keeps America from 
being swept by another D. L. 
Moody or Billy Sunday revival. 
It is sin in our hearts and lives. 

Who does not femember one 
story they tell about William 
Booth? Queen Victoria, that 
matchless Christian,, called him in 
to inguire, “General Booth, what 
is the secret of your ministry? 
How is it that others are so pale, 
so palid, so powerless, so weak, so 
pusillanimous, and you are so 
mighty?” 3 

William Booth looked into the 
face of his queen, and. with tears 
streaming down his _ bearded 
cheeks, said, “Your majesty, I 
guess the reason is because God 
has all there is of me.” God grant 
that I may be able to say that, 
that you may be able to say it, 
that we all may be able to say it. 

They asked Booth again, “How 
is it that you can win these multi- 
tudes and the rest of us cannot?” 

He raised his hands to them 
and with streaming eyes, said, “I 
guess it is because God knows 
that I am hungering for Hell. I 
am hungering for Hell.” He did 
not mean he was hungering to go 
to Hell. He meant he was hunger- 
ing for the multiplied multitudes, 
for the millions of that wicked city 
of London, and of the vast wide 


world, who were going to Hell. ' 


Beloved, hear me! You may fool 
me; some of you may be silly 
enough to fool each other; and 
you may be foolish enough to fool 
yourself; but you cannot fool God. 
You cannot fool God.” One uncon- 
fessed, unforgiven sin is enough 
to choke-the-channels of blessing 
so that-you do not flow over, so 
that you do-not run over with the 
presence; the demonstration, the 
power of the Holy Spirit. There 
must be a sincere renunciation of 
sin against the Lord. 
4. Surrender Your All to God 


Let us finish with one last word. 


Not only must there be a general 
concern for the presence of the 
Lord; not only must there be an 
earnest attention to the Word of 
the Lord; not only must there be 
a sincere renunciation of sin 
against the Lord; but there must 
also be a public consecration to 
the service of the Lord. There 
must be an absolute, unqualified 
devotion, dedication, surrender of 
self, of substance, of everything 
that we are, of all that we have 
to the Lord Jesus Christ, that He 
may have us, that He may have 
all there is of us. sie 
Who does not thrill at the story 
that Paul Rader used to tell in his 
heyday ‘of ‘how as a rich Christian 
man he was trying to serve the 
Lord in his own way, 
Lord was breaking his heart for 


full surrender.,One day Rader left 


his office; went to his home, en- 
tered his bedroom, told his wife 
to leave him strictly alone. He 
told her that if he wanted to eat 
he would come out; if he wanted 
a drink he would come out. He 
spent three days and three nights 
in that room. On the fourth day, 
after having read the New Testa- 
ment through three times on his 


knees, he cried, “Lord, I cannot 


fight any more. I cannot stand

any more.” He lifted his Bible in 
his two hands to pray, “Lord, I 
@#m going to -.throw the Bible up 
against the ceiling and by the 
time it falls back and hits the 
floor, § am Yours, all Yours.” Lift- 
ing the Bible with tender hands, 
he tossed it up slowly to-hit the 
ceiling and come falling down to 
drop on the floor. Picking it up 
he kissed it, got up from his knees, 
left that room filled with the 
Spirit, all on the altar to flame, 
like the archangel of Glory, across 
the world with the fires of evan- 
gelism and soul winning. That is 
what I am talking about. 


You know, my friends, in the 
history of revivals, this is not 
the only incident that is a demon- 
stration of what I am striving to 
press on you. God requires a con- 
cern for the presence of the Lord, 
an attention ‘to the Word of the 
Lord, a renunciation of sin against 
the Lord, a surrender to the Lord. 

May I demonstrate a bit fur- 
ther? It was a dark day when 
Moses stood at the Red Sea with 
the Israelites behind him, with 
the turbulent, stormy, white 
capped waters in front of him. 
The Egyptians were racing after 
the Jews. The Jews commenced 
murmuring, crying, ‘Moses, were 
there not enough graves in Egypt? 
Did you have to lead us out here 
to die?’ Moses raised his great 
face to God and began to pray. 
The Lord looked down from 
Heaven to say, ‘Moses, why do 
you cry unto Me? Tell the chil- 
dren of Israel to go forward.’ 

Jesus said to go and make dis- 
ciples of all nations, and added, 
“Lo, I am with you always.” It 
is when you go forward that God 
goes with you. Moses raised his 
rod. The Red Sea stood open. The 


Egyptians tried it, but, to their 
sorrow, to their death. 

It was a dark day when Joshus 
and,his Israelites encamped be- 
fore the Heaven-scraping walls of 
Jericho. Joshus did not have any 
trained warriors, did not have any 
equipment, did not have any be- 
sieging instruments. Did you know 
what he had to do to capture that 
city that was impregnable? . One 
early morning he-stepped out of 
his tent, walked over to the city, 
looked up at the walls, having to 
crane his head away back. . He 
knew he could never capture it. 
He knew he had to destroy Jericho 
before he could take another step. 
Suddenly as he lowered his eyes 
he saw an angel, a man in shin- 
ing armor standing before him. 
Pulling out his sword, Joshua 
pressed it to the man’s body, say- 
ing, “Talk, and.talk fast. Whose 
side are you on, theirs or ours?’ 

Gently moving the sharp blade, 
the angel said, ‘Neither, but as 
Commander-in-Chief of God’s arm- 
ies am I come.’ 

Joshua fell to the ground. The 
angel gave him a line of attack— 
the craziest you ever heard. It 
took a Jew to try a silly thing 
like that. But Joshua surely did 
it. The chances are that if he had 
been a Gentile he would have 
argued about it. But not Joshua. 
It was the craziest plan you ever 
heard in your life. Why, the sound 
of it is silly. The reading of it 
sounds funny, sounds impossible. 
But the Jews did it! They walked 
around the walls once, the priests 
blowing the trumpets, the Jews 
keeping their mouths shut (and 
brother, that is hard for a Jew, 
I will guarantee!). They walked 
around the walls the second time. 
‘They walked around the walls the 
‘third time. Those Jerichoites said, 
“Ha, ha, ha, those crazy Jews! 
What do*they think they are go- 
ing to do, tramp us down by walk- 
ing around?” The Jews went 
around the fourth ‘time, the fifth 
time, the sixth tin®. On the 


Jews walked over on dry sod. The' 


seventh day they got up, ate 
breakfast very early in the morn- 
ing. They circled the walls once, 
a second time, a third time, a 


fourth time, a fifth time, a sixth 
time, a seventh time. Joshua 
stepped out of line. He put his 
hand on his sword. The priests 
and the Levites stood right behind 


him. When the last man stepped 


over the line, Joshua flashed out 
his sword. The sun sent its dan- 
cing rays on it. The Jews stopped 
every man in his tracks. They 
stood on their tiptves to shout 
out, “Hallelujah!” The walls fell! 
The walls fell! It all did a great 
lot more good than B-29 bombers 
can do, in a great deal less time, 
with a great deal less fuss. If we 
depended more on God, we would 
have to depend less on the poor 
American blood now running like 
water out of dying American men. 

It was a dark day when Elijah 
stood on Mount Carmel, one man 
against 850 priests, one man 
against a king, a queen, a nation. 
One man! Just one.man! He did 
not know about the rest of them. 
He stood there, trembling, I sup- 
pose. He built an altar. He surely 
had a lot more nerve than I have. 
He had more faith than I have. 
There is one thing we do not 
have to do as Elijah did. We do 
not have to put any water on our 
altars. There is plenty of it on 
them already. Plenty of it! There 
is plenty of it in our churches, in

ing faith to Him! Take Him into | 
your heart and depend upon Him) 


to forgive your sins and save your 
soul! He will do it. 


Let us never forget that what 
Jesus really came to do was “to 
seek and to save that which was 
lost’”’ (Luke 19:10). Remember this 
faithful saying, “Christ Jesus came 
into the world to save sinners” 
(I Tim. 1:15). It would be foolish 
and insincere to ask the Lord Je- 
sus to live in the home and to 
rule the home if first those who 
are in Charge of the home do not 
trust Him as their own personal 
Saviour, accepting Him and de- 
pending on Him and claiming Him. 

Let me*remind you of that 
blessed promise, the most popular 
one in the whole Bible, given to 
us in John 3:16 “For God so loved 
the world, that he gave his only 
begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.” God 
loves you. Jesus died for you. Now 
if you will depend upon Him, risk 
Him to. save you, you will not 
perish, but you will have everlast- 
ing life: This is the _ blessed 
promise, 


Never mind how bad a sinner 
you are. If you are honest in your 
repentance, if you really want to 
turn your heart from your sins 
and want Jesus to forgive your 
Sins and save your soul, He will 
do it. The moment you trust Him, 
Christ is yours. Then you may talk 
and plan with Him about His be- 
ing the head of the home. But 
Christ can never live in the home 
if He does not live in the heart. 


So take Him as Saviour today! 

In central west Texas I was 
preaching in revival services. I 
longed to get into a certain home 
to talk to the husband and wife. 
It had seemed impossible. Their 
hearts were hardened and denom- 
inational prejudice kept their 
hearts closed. But God sent a little 
baby boy into the home, and I 
called on them to see the baby. I 
said to the father who met me at 
the door, “I hear you, have a new 
baby two or three days old. May 
I see the baby?” 


His face brightened, and he 
proudly led me to the bedroom 
and introduced me to his wife who 
was still confined to her bed. The 
mother beamed when I said, “I 
came to see the baby.” He was 
wrapped in a little blue blanket 
and lay beside her on the bed. She 
unfolded the blanket and showed 
me the little red, wrinkled face. 


Thinking of all the potentialities 
in this little human soul, this little 
one who had come out of the un- 
known into time and into a home 
and would someday go on into 
eternity, doomed in Hell or happy 
with the Lord; I said to the 
mother, “Isn’t he wonderful? How 
lovely to have a baby boy!” 

Her eyes were misty and her 
Smile was tremulous as she told 
me how happy she was to have 
her baby. “‘We wanted a boy and 
we got just what we wanted!” she 
said. 

After a little talk I said, ‘‘Well, 
I should like to pray for the baby. 
Wouldn’t you like for me to pray 
that he will be a good man, pray 
that God will help you rear him, 


train him and educate him?” 

With deep. seriousness she an- 
swered, “Yes!” 

“Then, shall I pray that he will 
be a Christian man and live for 
the Lord and that when he dies 
he will go to Heaven? Or shall I 
pray that he will grow up a moral 
fellow, but not a Christian, will 
turn down Christ and go to Hell? 
Which shall we pray for?” I 
asked. 

Startled, she said quickly, “Oh, 
of course, he must be a Christian. 
I want him to be a Christian and 
live right and go to Heaven.” 

“But how will he be a Chris- 
tian if his mother and his father 
are not Christians? Are you a 
Christian yourself? Can you teach 
him how to trust Jesus and love 
Him and serve Him if you are not 
saved yourself? Don’t you think 
I had better pray for you, too, 
and ask God to help you to be a 
Christian so you can teach the 
little one and help him to come to 
Christ ?”

“I never thought of that,” he 
said.

So I beg you in Jesus’ 
name that the home may glorify 
Christ. “Whether therefore ye eat, 


or drink, or whatsoever ye do, do. 


all to the glory of God” (I Cor. 


rules. The husband 


10:31). How blessed it will be if 
Christians who read this will put 
away all bitterness and wrath and, 
anger and clamor and evil speak- 
ing and all malice, and, as Ephe- 
Sians 4:32 commands, will “be ye 
kind one to another, tender- 
hearted, forgiving one another, 
even as God for Christ’s sake hath 
forgiven you.” And again the fol- 
lowing verses in Ephesians 5:1-2 
command us, “Be ye therefore fol- 
lowers of God, as dear children; 
And walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given him- 
self for us an offering and a sac- 
rifice to God for a sweetsmelling 
savour.” If Christians walk in love 
as Christ loved us, then home will 
be a bit of Heaven on earth. That 
is what it ought to be. But let us 
never forget that a meticulous 


| carrying out of certain forms and 


the outward obedience to com- 
mands of the Bible are not enough 
to make home what God wants it 
to be. The love of Christ must 
dwell. there richly. Christians must 
manifest the blessedness of the 
Holy Spirit in their lives and show 
the fruits of love, joy, peace, long- 
suffering, gentleness, goodness, 
faith, meekness, and temperance. 


We have before quoted Ephe- 


sions 5:22-33 showing how wives 


are to submit themselves to their 
husbands. But we ought to remem- 
ber that this passage which begins 
to give the duties of wives and 
husbands, and continues in the 
sixth chapter ‘commanding chil- 
dren to obey their parents and 
telling how fathers are to rear. 
their children and how servants 
are to be obedient to their masters 
and how masters are to treat their 
servants—I say this passage all 
begins with a preparatory com- 
mand of Ephesians 5:18-21. That 
command is: “And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess; but 
be filled with the Spirit; Speak- 
ing to yourselves in psalms and 
hymns and spiritual songs, singing 
and making melody in your heart 
to the Lord; Giving thanks always 
for all things unto Ged and the 
Father in the name of our Lord 
Jesus -Christ; Submitting your- 
selves one to another in the fear 
of God.” I think it would not be 


iso hard for a wife to submit her- 


self to her husband if she was in 
a home where people were filled 
with the Spirit, where people were 
speaking to themselves and sing- 
ing in psalms and hymns -and 
spiritual songs with real melody 
in the heart. You see, the heart 
attitude is more important than 
the outward observance. Let us 
do both, but let us begin where 
God commands us ‘to begin, by 
having happy, Spirit-filled hearts 
in the home. 

1. Let the husband eitinisln a 
tender love for his wife. ‘“Hus- 
bands, love your wives, even aS 
Christ also loved the church, and 
gave himself for it,” says Ephe- 
sians 5:25. My heart trembles as 
I read that verse. How can I love 
with the compassion that Christ 
has for us poor sinners? How far 
short I have fallen! How much 
God demands of a husband! While 
it is true that God intends a man 
should provide for his family and 
that a man should be the head of 


his home, this other is a far higher © 


requirement and men ought pray- 
erfully and with deep concern to 
try to bear the love of Christ to- 
ward their wives. 

Men often do not ianidamitaiad 
their wives very well. What man 
ever understood all about a 
woman! Perhaps he thought he 
did until he was married, and then 
he discovered that he did not un- 
derstand her as well as he thought. 
Women do not have to have rea- 
sons. for doing things. They do 
things “just because.” They jump 
to conclusions, often accurate ¢con- 
clusions, without being able to tell 
their process of reasoning. Perhaps 
it is womanly intuition. Perhaps 
sometimes it is a lack of logic, 
but the presence of instinctive 
common sense. I do not know, and 
what man does? Women are not 
like men. What man would wear 
the dinky little things that women 
pin on their heads as hats? Men 


may be irritated by the change-. 


ableness of women’s 
; | 


opinions, 
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Sometimes women are childish in 
the use of money, and sometimes 
wives interfere in fhe discipline of 


children, and sometimes they weep 
for no reason at all! I am simply 
saying that women are not like 
men, and men often are almost in 
despair in trying to ufderstand 
women and get’ along with them. 
I do not mean that women are 
any worse than men at all. But 
men, being more logical and more 
businesslike sometimes, and feeling 
their superiority as they often do, 
are sometimes bitter towards their 
wives. So God gives the plain 
command in Colossians 3:19, ‘‘Hus- 
bands, love your wives, and be not 
bitter against them.” Mr. Hus- 
band, if you are so superior, here 
is a good chance to prove it: have 
the forbearing, tender and forgiv- 
ing spirit, the compassion that 
Christ has for us poor erring sin- 
ners! Do not be bitter against 
your wife. Let no grudge, no un- 
forgiveness mar the sweet fellow- 
ship of husband and wife. The 
husband must always be ready to 
forgive and must take the more 
responsibility “for harmony and 
peace, since God has made him the 
head of the wife and has made the 
wife the weaker vessel. A’ Chris- 
tian husband will show his Chris- 
tianity, to be sure, in taking the 
responsibility for leadership in the

It is estimated that the Nazis 
killed nearly five million Jews in 
Europe during the past ten years 
and that the remnant of European 
Jewry number no more than two 
million, aside from the 3,500,000 
Jews to be found in Russia. In Po- 
land, before the war, there were 
3,500,000 Jews; today, the latest sur- 
vey shows a mere 30,000. In Hun- 
gary there were nearly a million 
Jews before the war; today, perhaps 
250,000. In Jugoslavia, there were 
75,000 Jews; today, about 10,000. 
And so the painful story goes. 


Aid to the Sorrowing 


Through our agents of mercy we 
have already entered Europe to en- 
gage. in our Christ-like ministry 
of giving relief to the starving and 
comfort to the broken hearted. 
Never before has our ministry of 
succor and Christian witness been 
so needed as it is today amongst 
the broken, bleeding people of Israel 
in devastated Europe. We earnestly 
ask Christians to help us at this 
time of unprecedented need and op- 
portunity, 
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home, and the rule of his children, 
and the provision of the needs of 
the home. But more than that, he 
will prove his Christianity by the 
tender and loving forbearance 
which Christ has for the church 
and which husbands are com- 
manded to have for their wives! 


“Likewise, ye husbands, dwell 
with them according to knowledge, 
giving honour unto the wife, as 
unto the weaker vessel, and as be- 
ing heirs together of the grace of 
life; that your prayers be not 
hindered” is the command of God 
in I Peter 3:7. The husband who 
does not dwell with the wife ac- 
cording to knowledge, giving hon- 
our to her as the weaker vessel, 
who does not recognize that she, 
along with him, is an heir of the 
grace of life, will find that his 
prayer is hindered. 

Certainly a husband will some- 
times need to give definite orders 
and insist on seeing them carried 
out. Christ has all authority over 
the Church. But husbands need 
the courtesy and gentleness and 
long-suffering of Christ, and thus 
they can make home a joy. 

2. Happiness in the home de- 
pends largely on the Christian and 
unselfish love of wife and mother. 

‘The wife has many duties in the 
home. There are meals to prepare 


floors to sweep, and a hundred 
other duties in a day. But does 
any woman believe that she has 
done her duty as a wife and 
mother when she toils at the stove 
or dishpan or at housekeeping 
tasks? A man can get meals at a 
boardinghouse or hotel. A hired 
girl can do housework and pre- 
pare meals. The best cooks in the 
world are often men. A man does 
not need a wife simply for the 
labor she can perform. It is true 
that the wife and mother ought 
to carry her end of the load. There 
is no reason why a woman should 
not work, in her own sphere, as a 
man should work in his. But oh, 
how much more a woman needs 
to do than to work! 

When colonists from England 
came to Jamestown in the wilds 
of Virginia and founded that set- 
tlement, eventually the bachelor 
men felt they must have wives, 
and a hundred maidens came from 
England to make homes for men 
in the new country. One such girl 
married a colonist, and years later 
when she died he had put on her 
tombstone these words: “Her lit- 
tle foot touched the wilderness of 
Virginia, and it became a home.” 
Millions of other men have found 
that a woman’s tender ministra- 
tions made a house into a home. 
The bare, unfriendly shelter came 
to have a soul when a woman with 
loving hands came to care for the 
man she loved. - 

I lost my mother before I was 
six years old. I had a good step- 
mother, but always I missed my 
mother. When I was about fifteen 
I began to make my own way in 
the world much of the time and 
was away from home long years. 
I worked my way through college, 
was in the army in the first World 
War, finished university and then 
taught for a year in junior col- 
lege, before I married. When I 
married at twenty-five and took 
my bride to our little apartment 
in Fort Worth where we entered 
the seminary together, I learned 


home! In dire poverty TI had 
worked my way through long 
years of schooling. I had darned 
my own socks, had washed my own 
underwear, had eaten at ham- 
burger stands and cheap restaur- 
ants and dormitories. Now I had 
someone to cook. what I wanted 
to eat, someone who longed to 
please me and make me happy, 
someone who asked my opinion 
and deferred to my judgment. Two 
and a half months. after we were 
married my birthday came around 
and I had a birthday cake of my 
own. It seemed to me the first 
time in long years that anyone 
had made a birthday cake just in 


|my honor! We lived very cheaply 


in the little two-room apartment, 
and many would have thought our 
fare very plain and meager. But 


what a light of Heaven dwelt in 


and serve, there are beds to make, |. 


what it was to have a wife and a 


those two little rooms! All the 
furniture in the apartment cost 


less than a hundred dollars, and 
we bought that, secondhand, on 
installment payments. There were 
three chairs, I remember, a rock- 
ing chair and two straight chairs, 
but usually we needed only one 
of them! A woman’s love and care 
and devotion and faithfulness do 
something to make a home that 
is indescribably blessed and indis- 
pensable. 


Do you say that not all women 
can marry heroes? Then any 
woman who cannot marry a hero 
ought not to marry. For no woman 
can have the reverence for her 
husband, the loving devotion to 
his happiness that she should have 
if he is not in some sense a hero 
to her. “Sarah obeyed Abraham, 
calling him lord,” we are told (I 


Pet. 3:6). I think that was not 


hard for Sarah. How happy is the 
wife who tan give herself unre- 
servedly to loving ministration to 
the needs of her husband and his 
home, to bearing his children and 


sake! 

God knew what He was doing 
when He made a woman’s ton 
nimble. Many a home is brighter 
for the happy and harmless chat- 
ter of a spirited wife. But let wives 
be sure. that this same nimble 
tongue is a blessing and not a 
curse. A nagging, complaining wife 
is a burden that ought never to 
be given to any husband. In Prov- 
erbs 31:10-31 is a wonderful de- 
scription of a virtuous Woman. 
There we are told “her price is 
far above rubies. The heart of her 
husband doth safely trust in her.” 
We are told, “She will do him 
good and not evil all the days of 
her life:’’ Much is said about the 
thrift, the hard work, the handi- 
work and energy of a_ godly 
woman. Such a woman, we are 
told, stretches out her hand to the 
poor and needy and see that those 
of her household are well clothed. 
But the finest thing said about 
the godly, virtuous wife is in Prov- 
erbs 31:26: “She openeth her 
mouth«with wisdom; and in her 
tongue is the law of kindness.” 
Oh, wife, see that the law of kind- 
ness dwells in your tongue! As 
you want mercy from God, then 
be mérciful to your husband in the 
use of your tongue. A nagging 
tongue has broken many homes 
and broken countless hearts, The 
Scripture says, “It is better to 
dwell in a corner of the housetop, 
than with a brawling woman in a 
wide +house”’ (Prov. 21:9). And 
Proverbs 27:15 says, “A continual 
dropping in a very rainy day and a 
contentious woman are alike.” Oh, 
Christian woman, let God put the 
law of kindness in your tongue! 


_ 3. Let the father and mother 
exalt one another before the chil- 
dren. The discipline of a home is 
not difficult if the husband and 
wife will stand together. I knew a 
preacher’s son in his early teens 
who turned out to be a thief, a 
problem child in school, a ne’er- 
do-well. I talked sharply but lov- 
ingly to the father and told him 
that he must take responsibility 
for his son, must see that he went 
to school, that he did his work, 
that he obeyed, and grew into 
strong manhood. With shame and 
some bitterness the father told me 
how he had been unable to whip 
the boy without a tirade of abuse 
fron’ the wife in the presence of 
the children, and sometimes she 
had interfered with physical vio- 
lence. Mother love is great, and it 
is normal for a mother to have 
anguish of soul in seeing one oO 
her dear children punished. 

she will suffer far more if she does 
not back up her husband to main- 
tain the integrity and discipline 
and order and godliness in the 
home. 


Sometimes the situation is re-

quarreling and objections on the 
part of the other parent, the effect 
on the child is certain to be dis- 
astrous, and the effect on the joy 
of the home equally so. 


I well remember what my 
father often said to us children in 
the home, “You children may quar- 
rel anytime you hear Mama and 
me quarreling.’”’ My father and my 
stepmother may have had their 
disagreements, but I never knew of 
it. If they talked things out, they 
it in private. Each always 
thought the other was right. Each 
backed up the other. The result 
was that not a child in our home 
ever entertained a thought of open 
rebellion. I think it would have 
seemed like sacrilege to the rest 
of us children if one of us had 
ever thought our father was wrong | 
on any important point in the. 
world, so carefully was the unity 
between my father and my step- 
mother maintained, and so care- 
fully did each exalt the other and 
praise the other and demand the 
proper deference for the other. 


Certainly one parent will some- 
times see that the other is not 
wise in some decision. But it. would 
be far better to back up the par- 
ent before the children than to 
encourage disobedience and dis- 
respect. There is not any kind of 
mistake in a father’s judgment, 
for example, I believe, which justi- 
fies a wife in breaking down the 
confidence of a child in his father 
and the child’s sense of duty to 
obey. | 


4. Children must have love. I 
where he was not wanted.

For many years it was a custom 
in our household at the breakfast 
table that I should ask them one 
by one around the table, includ- 
ing Mrs. Rice, ‘Whose girl are 
you?” The inevitable reply was, 
“I am Daddy’s girl!” My children 
knew that I loved them. They 
know it now. If I ever get a let- 
ter from one of them and they do 
not tell me that they love me, I 
will certainly be surprised and 
grieved! 

I never write to them without 
Saying, that I love them and that 
I pray for them, as of course I 
do daily, and often many times a 
day. 

A year or two ago I was home 
from a revival campaign, and Joy, 
then about six, perhaps seven 
years old, passed her plate to me 
and said, “Daddy, will you cut up 
my meat?” 

The mother said, “Let me cut 
your meat, dear. Let Daddy eat 
his dinner in peace.”

If children see the ex- 
ample of mother and father who 
live in peace, who work out their 
difficulties quietly and stand by 
one another, and if mother and 
father speak with restrained and 
Christian tongues, children will be 
more apt to learn patience and 
forbearance. Children should be 
taught to confess and ask forgive- 
ness when they have wronged one 
another. They should be taught to 
pray about their sins and to ask 
God to.help them to do right. 
Children should be taught that 
showing one’s Christianity is not 
primarily going to church on Sun- 
day, but is living right for God in
